Progress on Road Safety— : nye 


Those who attended the meeting in the School on 12th May were given a short 
progress report. The main achievements were as follows; 

(1) Eastern Counties Omnitus Co. intend to run a service from inside the 
Village, departing 08.05 and hourly until 18.05 on Mondays to Saturdays. This service 
will commence within 4 weeks after the Traffic Commissioner has heard the case, which 
should be within the next two months. 

(2) ‘he County Surveyor has ordered advance direction signs to be erected on 
each side of the Bar Hill-Long Stanton combined junction. 


We are still awaiting a reply from the Secretary of State for the Envircnment, 
and a further reply from the County Surveyor dealing with such matters as white lires. 
We have made representations to the Traffic Commissioner emphasising the importance o: 
buses entering the Village. We have been advised by the Clerk of the Chesterton 
Rural District Council that as it is a highway matter the situation is beyond the 
contro). of his Council. However, the Clerk was authorised to advise us that the 
Council would give support for any improvement of the road junction which cun 
reasonably be undertaken by the County Council.
